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personal ld program advocacy. Discussed was 
the possibility of establishing ad hoc" committees to review 
proposals/legislation which is being discussed. The advocacy the 
network should be involved in was thought to be based on an 
informed educateg process, and directed at the general public, 
legislators or community groups - depending on the issue. 

Another goal was to focus less on the Newark area, and more 
on the whole Essex County area. Actions to reach this goal 
include meeting at different locations; having liasons or a 
speaker panel.who could go out to different groups and speak, 
giving a universal message so as to assure valid and current 
information. More training in urban areas was also discussed as 
a possible action as well as getting more of the churches 
involved. 

Another goal for the network was to have input into 
city/county planning. This could help allocate monies to AIDS 
services. Possible actions to achieve this goal include having 
network representatives on any city/county planning group; input 
into planning and fundraising streams. A focus should be turned 
to long term planning for AIDS, and not just crisis situations. 
We need to establish a long term goal and objective. 

Another goal was to increase access to information. 
Suggestions to reach this goal include outreach programs; 
increased networking, circulation of a list of available 
newsletters and magazines on AIDS; increase reliance on local 
health departments; sharing relevant articles within the network 
and spending time developing a video library for the Network. 

Other goals proposed, but not discussed included: 
additional residences for homeless people with AIDS; 
establishment of a legislative review panel to help agencies 
understand how possible legislation will affect them; and 
networking with other networks or coalitions on a state and
